Christmas.

day is celebrated with 
an 
annuaj 
festival observed throughout Christ­ 
endom in commemoration 
of 
the 
resurrection of Je su s Christ. 
The name Easter, like the days of 
the week, is a survival of the Old 
Teutonic mythology. No one seems 
to know ju st when the first 
cele­ 
bration was held. Two theories have 
been handed down to us— that E a s ­ 
ter is to commemorate the crucifix­ 
ion and resurrection and that 
the 
holiday took its name from the S ax ­ 
on word “ O ster” meaning “ to rise.” 
Various authorities claim that E a s­ 
ter may have been the name of an 
old Saxon Goddess worshipped 
at 
the period we usually celebrate as 
Easter. 
Many habits are clustered

E aster and they come to us from

remote day. The 
Persians 
looked 
upon New' Y ear as the time in which

When the early Christians changed 
the New Y ear to Jan u ary the first, 
they celebrated the “ F east of E g g s” 
It is said that the Jewish Passover, 
older than the Christian Easter, al­ 
so made use of eggs in the fe a st­ 
ing*. 
The liturgical color for Easter is 
everywhere white, as the sign of joy, 
light, and purity, and the church and 
altars are adorned with the

ornaments that each possessed. The 
most used and most popular flower 
everywhere is the E aster Lily.

“ Control of the fly menace comes 
at the top of the list of 
necessary 
public health measures which should 
be applied tby ev ery city and indi­ 
v idual in the Sta te,” urges Dr. Geo. 
W. Cox , Sta te Health Officer. 
“ Most effectiv e measure for con­ 
trol is to prev ent breeding,” he said. 
“ Flies breed in filth, and about 8 
day s are required to complete a life 
cy cle. During her lifetime of sev eral 
months one housefly lay s from 6 00 
to 1,000 eggs. Thus it can easily 
seen that in a season, which usually 
begins in the spring of the y ear, the 
descenda nts from one fly 
number 
countless thousands. 


“ To elimina te flies, breeding plac­ 
es must be destroy ed. Manure piles, 
garbage, and other organic filth fur­ 
nish the requirements 
of 
warmth 
moisture, and food 
necessa ry 
for 
the propagation of 
the 
fly . 
The 
flies should be kept from 
conta ct 
with lood or drink or utensils 
in 
which such food and drink are pre­ 
pared and serv ed. 
Likewise, 
they 
should be kept from access to priv y 
v aults where they pick up the 
in­ 
fections which they later spread to 
humans by contact with 
food 
and 
drink and by unwashed hand? 
and 
utensils. See 
that 
y our 
windows, 
doors, and porches are screened so 
that the stray fly from some careless- 
neighbor will not molest y o.ur fa m ­ 
ily . Also, see that y our grocei keeps 
his meat, v egeta bles, and fruits free 
from flies.
